Tho flow of water encountered in thi 
new well, which was completed a 
few days ago, has now' been piped so 
that it can be measured, and shows a 
volume of S!!5 gallons a minute, flow- 
ing through three lines of pipe to the 
tanks.

The well was sunk to. a. depth" >f 


530 feet, at which depth three stream.-: 
were tapped,-two o£ them being some- 
what cooler th2-n the third, registering 
£2 degrees, and the. other 128 degrees. 


Too Much AYaterr 


The water has been piped to the 


tanks, and yesterday was flowing in- 
to the swimming pool 
from 
three 


pipes of two, three and four inches 
respectively, 'find wu.s being conduct- 
ed from the lower end of the tank by 
two outlet pies, making a constant 
flow of water through the big tank, 
insuring purity. 


A great, drawback to the work 


about the place before the new flow of 
water was encountered, lay in the fact 
that with the smaller flow of water 
much time was consumed in empty- 
ing, cleaning 
and 
refilling, which 


entire operation is now clone every 
morning'in three 
hours' 
time, al- 


though it would hardly seem neces- 
sary to do this, considering the great 
and constant flow of water through 
tho tank. 


Would Soon Overflow. 


The entire flow of water can not 


be turned through the tank because 
the outlets,' aHhough one of them is 
a 12-inch pipe, will not care for it 
sufficiently fast, and the «ank would 
be overflowed in a short time. Neither 
can the--overflows be worked to,their 
full capacity, because the suction near 
the. 1116.11111 of the big pipe is so great 
that it-would be a menace to the 
safety "of those near*it 


The main swimming tank is to.bj 


enlarged very materially at once, an-l 
at least ten feet, perhaps more, will 
be added 'to it, as. the water being so 
plentiful makes it desirable to give 
the main tank a greater area. 


The new well is to be appropriately 


housed, and. the water flow will be so 
arranged that its inspection by the 
public, will be one of the attractions.

A Clear Track. 


There are two side tracks leaving

ran away, the Lane siding was clear, 
and consequently they had a clear run 
with constantly gathering headway, 
and it is certain that had the track 
extended further towards the house, 
so that the speed would have been 
maintained, there would have been 
little left of the residence when the 
wreckage was cleared away.

Say 'Honesty is right!' 


"Here is the opportunity of the Y. 


M C. A. It has proven itself to oe 
one .of the most useful institutions in 
our 'modern life. 
It takes the young 


man who is away 
from 
home and 


friends and gives him. a home, good 
associates, and teaches him that hon- 
esty,counts, morality counts arid that 
he has a resposibility to- himself, his 
fellow man and to God." 


Following a selection by the or- 


chestra and an .anthem by the choir, 
Singleton Char'nock, who'is known by 
reason of his connection with the 
Carpenters' Union and at the Uni- 
veristy, spoke in a very vigorous man- 
ner of the benefits to be derived from 
the establishment of a Y M. C. A. in 
Keno. He quoted from a speech one; 
delivered by Gladstone, the Grand Old 
Man of England, wherein he elaborat- 
ed the thought "WTiat shall.it profit 
a man if he gain the whole world and 
lose his own soul?" to a broad inter- 
rogation as to what profit shall a na- 
tion derive from progress, prosperity 
and conquest if in the process it loses 
its sense of the boautifui and the true. 
Mr. Charnock referred to the pros- 
perity everywhere -in evidence in Ne- 
vada" and -particularly in Reno, anl 
while. rejoicing in the material ad- 
vancement of the city he also strongly 
urged the necessity incumbent on its 
citizens to preserve its character, to 
upbuild and suppor the moral charac- 
ter- of the people. 


.He then rW.ent on to tell something 


of the history of the Y M. C. A. move- 
ment, which was originated in Eng- 
land by Sir George AVillianrs of Lon- 
don, and which still flourishes in a 
quiet way, but the, speaker asserted 
that the greatest success of the or- 
ganization was in America, for th> 
reason that in England in every ham- 
let and country town there are pol- 
ytechnic institutes, 
free 
courses of 


lectureslectures and concerts provided 
freo to the inhabitants at the expense 
of the municipality, and that the peo-. 
pie are thus provided with sufficient 
amusement . and 
instruction, winter 


and summer, by the.government. This 
phrely paternal form of government, 
.he said, rebounds to the great .ad- 
vantage of the workingman and ren- 
ders a private .institution like the .Y. 
M. C. A. only, an added convenience 
not a necessity, as/it is in Reno. In 
Kono, he stated, a1 similar instituion 
would provide a continuation school 
for 'many who are too old to pursue 
their studies in. the. regular schools 
and, .besides,, would ,gQ far to supply 
that „ demand, for.; a, social - education 
which can only be derived by the com- 
mingling of the people for the purpose 
of listening to good music, instruct- 
ive lectures and ennobljhg. ideas. Such 
a place, he said, would provide the 
Avorkingmaii: a. place where ."he might 
retire to the' seclusion .of a .comforta- 
ble room, read .his paper, and1 smoke 
his pipe as a good Christian should.' 


This remark elicited a;sprinkling of 


applause, and the speaker ..explained 
that one might better smoke In 
a 


good atmosphere than,.not^smoking, 
to be poisoned in .the: noxious air of 
the public lounging places. 
- • 


In concluding, Mr. Charnock put in 


a strong plea that such an institution, 
if it were designed to succeed 
and 


attract .the people most in need 
of 


the benefits to be conferred,^, should 


be non-denominational, nor should it 
be non-religious. It should be, as the 
"name signifies, Christian in the sig- 
nificance of the injunction to "visit the 
fatherless and the widows and 
to 


keep thyself unspotted of the world." 
"And most of all," he 
concluded, 


'let it be run along lines of com- 
mon-sense and. not by a lot of sancti- 
monious idiots." 


E. Carl Bank, who happened to be 


sojourning in Reno and was present, 
also delivered a very instructive talk 
on the subject. 
After indulging in 


some personal reminiscences of 
the 


pastor, who was an old-time friend of 
Mr. Bank, he proceeded . to illustrate 
on a blackboard some . of 
the 
ad- 


vantages of a Y. M. C. A. in Reno. 
Mr. Banks has had charge of reform- 
atory institutions in Michigan, Penn-, 
sylvania and California and his know- 
ledge of human nature enabled him 
to give much advice and encourage- 
ment of an authoritative sort. 
His 


list of the advantages of a Y. M. C. A. 
is in the form of an acrostic reading 
in the first letters of the last words 
."A Greater Reno" as follows. A Y. M. 
C. A. would make: 
A city with a higher moral 


tating imaginary messages, when Hill- 
house appeared on the scene, having 
been told by the night clerk somo- 
thing of what was doing above stairs.

GOLDFIEDD, Xev., Sep. 8.—Two

Utah. 
The field covers a wide area 


and is situated 30 miles from the Ne 
vada and 15 miles from the Arizona 
line.

different from anything oil experts 
have had to deal with, heretofore. Of 
15 chemist's analyses, no two agreed, 
the tests showing gravity all the way 
from 25 to 54. A small percentage 
of asphalt is found but the majority 
report that the, oil has a paraffine 
base, 


Oil From 610-Foot Level 


Only one well has heen drilled so 


far—about 40 feet from the river 
channel—which is said to 
have 
a 


capacity of 100 barrels a day. 
The 


oil comes from the first sand at 
depth of 610 feet and this sand strata 
was found to be 54 feet deep. There 
are three oil stratas showing on the 
surface. 
The formation 'is lime and 


shale and at the third strata Gordon 
lime is found in abundance, the same 
sand from which the Ohio field gets 
its great production. The stratas dip 
150 feet to the mile and the formation 
is very uniform so it is easy to es- 
timate the depth at which the stratas 
will be found.
